Claims 1-32 and 38-50 are withdrawn from further consideration 
by the examiner, 37 C.F.R. § 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non- 
elected invention, the requirement having been traversed in Paper 
No. 4, dated 08-29-94. 

Claims 33-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards 

as the invention. 

The use of the phrase "a predetermined time interval" is 

vague . 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 
35 U.S.C. § 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this 
section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- . ^ , 

(b) the invention was patented or described m a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date 
of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 33-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being 

anticipated by Sauer. 

Sauer discloses a method for denaturing tissue in a circular 

pattern as claimed. 

Claims 36 and 37 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome 
the rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 112 and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
